April 1, would be completed aed 
original plans of grants and loans 
This announcement means that 
the large, beautiful auditorium will 
be built on the campus with the 
federal government providing 45 
per cent of the expense and the 
Chaffey district 55 per cent. 

“Many sponsors in this district 
have sold their bonds with the un- 
derstanding that the federal gov- 
ernment would complete its part 
of the bargain and I believe it to 
be the federal government's re- 
sponsibility to keep its original 
pledge,” Mr. Sheppard said. 

He listed the projects that are 
assured of funds and among the 
list was the Chaffey auditorium. 
Local voters approved issuance of 
the bonds last fall. Since then ef- 
forts have been made to obtain 
final government approval. The 
word from Mr. Sheppard is looked 
upon as making start of the proj- 
ect a reality for the near future.
